J Bu t relativ e to the m ilitary im portance of the 
Ru hr and the Rhine v alley, the objectiv e of the 
Allies in the west, Berlin is secondary. If that 
fital area of produ ction and resou rces were still 
secu re, Germany cou ld afford to lose Berlin. Hu t 
d cou ld not afford to lose its richest indu strial 
area u nder any circu mstances. 
. The relativ e importance of the two prizes la 
greatest jeopardy is su ggested plainly by the bat- 
tjefronts on today’s maps. It Is ev ident now that 
the w estern Allies will not get to Berlin; they 
gre too far away. It Is lik ewise ev ident that Uu s- 
*ia will not need to penetrate as far west as the 
Rhine v alley, u nless the Allied pressu re already 
bearing on that area can be prev ented from 
break ing throu gh. The east-west strategy is com­ 
plem entary. T he Allies in the west will be glad 
to relinqu ish the pleasu re of entering Berlin, it 
they can k nock ou t the indu strial resou rces which 
hav e been G erm any’s back bone In the war.

EVOCATION of the death sentence passed on 
Pvt. H enry W eber at Camp R oberts In Cali­ 
fornia for refusing to drill, and substitution of a 
new sentence of life imprisonm ent at hard labor, 
Aas attracted attention tn proportion to the sever­ 
ity of the court martial's decision. 
But, a* in moat cases of so unusual a nature, 
there are som e unusual circum stances in P?t. 
W eber’s case. Ho is a political conscientious ob­ 
jector. a m em ber of the Socialist Labor party, 
with headquarters in New York city. The Issue 
|n his case is w hether or not conscientious objec­ 
tion to the hearing of arms, recognized as a* 
religious principle in certain cases, ulso is to be 
recognized as a political principle. 
T he Socialist L abor party * national secretary. 
Arnold Peterson, ha* explained 
in connection 
with Pvt. W eber’s case that the philosophy of 
the party is “baaed on the belief that till* war is 
the social outgrow th of capitalist conditions," a 
point of view (hut cannot he refuted very well 
because capitalist conditions undoubtedly had a 
great deal to do with It. Hut the old refrain that 
wars are the product of capitalism aud therefore 
capitalism and wars are both wrong is beginning 
to go flat. Millions of Russian Com m unists who 
do not believe in capitalism 
nevertheless are 
doing an exceedingly able Job of manifesting 
their right to fight an attacker. Fortunately, there 
won t be many Americana who will care to use 
politics to jeopardize their country's collective 
security. Pvt. W eb e rs crime, however, is not 
Unique, it was not so long ago th at American 
Com munists 
opposed 
m easures 
of 
national 
security because, at that time, they had not been 
Instructed that it wa* official political doctrine.

countries. 
Congress now is about to decide 
w hether the United States shall 
be a m em ber of the fund and tin 
bank. President Roosevelt Monday 
urged prompt action to establish 
the two institutions. 
O ther nations are waiting to see 
what we will do.

without American participation and 
that is up to congree#. 
Purposes Are Outlined 
W hat are the purposes of the 
fund and the hank? 
The fund is designed to increase 
world trade, 
it is supposed to re­ 
move some of the obstacles that 
m ake it. hard for people in differ­ 
ent countries to buy goods from 
one another. 
Member nations woud ship In a 
total of $8.800,OOP.OOO. 
Each coun­ 
try 
would m ake its contribution 
partly In gold but mainly in its 
own money. 
H ere’s an example of what this 
pool of money is designed to do: 
A 
Frenchm an 
wants 
to 
buy 
American radios. 
The radio m an u ­ 
facturer wants his money in Amer­ 
ican dollars so he can spend them 
here a t home. 
T he Frenchman has only francs. 
He m ust exchange his francs for 
dollars before he can do business. 
Rut 
suppose 
the 
whole 
French 
hanking system is short of "dollar 
exchange" and th ere are not enough 
dollars to satisfy all the French­ 
men who w ant to buy American 
goods? 
Some of them just can’t buy. 
‘P urchase’ Or ’Loan’ Argued 
T h a t’s w here the proposed fund 
com es in. 
France, in such a case. 
could go to the 18,800.000,000 pool 
of money and "buy" some dollars 
— paying for them with francs or 
with gold. 
W hether this would be a "pur­ 
chase’* or a "loan" is a m atter of 
dispute. 
T he treasury says 
ifs 
m uch more complicated than a sim­ 
ple lending operation. 
The Ameri­ 
can Bankers association considers 
it a loan and objects to the fund 
on the ground that such “lending’’ 
would violate established principles 
of sound credit. 
Another 
function 
of

would he to eliminate "exchange 
reel riot ions" set up by the various 
government#. 
To illustrate: Even
